Industry We Must Have 

There’s an increasing awareness on the part of the 
Selectmen that some industrial expansion is a requisite, 
if the town is to continue growing properly. 

It is, after all, a certainty that the town will expand in 
its residential areas; but reasonable growth demands a 
proportion of new business. 

Thus, because of their new outlook, the Board has been 
using great care in appointing members of the Develop- 
ment Commission, hoping that new ideas and new energy 
will result in some action. 

However, it has been our observation for a long time 
that an ambitious program by the IDC is useless, unless 
all town boards and agencies are similarly oriented. To 
build up the town in the eyes of a potential industrial 
developer, or to sell the community’s advantages to an 
individual corporation, is absurd, if this work is destroyed 
by anti-industry thinking in other parts of the official 
family. 

There have been cases over the last few years when it 
appeared that negative thinking, evidenced by the type of 
conversations and the questions ‘asked, actually con- 
vinced a potential industrial resident that this is not the 
place it’s cracked up to be. 

Let’s all be enthusiastic rooters for industrial growth, 
otherwise the effort is wasted. 


Must Study Operations 


We have been impressed with the arguments of some 
residents, who believe that the study committee recently 
appointed to take a hard look at our form of government 
may find the going tough, under ground rules set up by 
the Selectmen. 

In particular, it is argued that the directive to stay out 
of the details of departmental operations, and personnel 
matters, puts a close hobble on the work of the committee. 

This may well be true. 

For we suspect that if there are corrections to make in 
the form we now have, those might well be in the way of 
improving operations of the government. And this may 
well involve changing departmental structure. We agree 
wholeheartedly, however, that personalities be kept out 
of the study — there’s no room in this sort of undertaking 
for criticism based on personal feelings and bias. 

In short, it seems that some investigation of the depart- 
ments’ operations under the charter would be necessary, 
in order to determine whether they are what the town 
needs and is paying for. 

Let’s not have the committee limited in its objectives 
to the point where its study is academic at best, and 
suggested improvements are entirely theoretical in 
concept. 

The town’s tax base, and thereby taxpayers themselves, 
can only benefit by adding substantial industries within 
our boundaries. 


$5 Million Checker Game 


The School Committee is currently playing a $5 million 
game of checkers — only using new buildings, and 
numbers of pupils, on the board. 

It’s a fascinating game — and an expensive one. But it 
must also be remembered that it is vital to the future of 
the school system. 

The Committee, with its architect, is moving buildings, 
educational systems, even grades back and forth on the 
trying to find the most logical answer to the 
problems created by growth. There are many ways to plan 


board, 


a building program; there are several types of buildings 
that can be constructed, at varying costs. But whatever 
the School Committee decides now sets the pattern for 
the future. If an addition to the high school is their deci- 
sion, then other specific construction plans must inevit- 
ably follow in the next 10 years. If a new high school 
should be the answer, then other types of school buildings 
will be needed. 

It’s a complicated and vexing situation, particularly 
when any one of the answers will cost over five million 
dollars in the next decade, 

But you can’t back away from the fact that our school 
population will require the new structures, even on mini- 
mum estimates for the future. 

We hope, as the vast checker game reaches a conclu-

Score Well In 
lowa Testing 


The results of the Iowa Tests of 
Basic Skills, given in January to 
students of Andover Junior High 
School, have been released by Wil- 
liam Hart, principal, The results 
show that these students attained 
averages considerably above the 
national norm in all areas tested, 

The average Andover seventh 
grade student scored one year and 
one month above the national aver- 
age, placing the grade at a level 
superior to 96 percent of the 
schools that took the nation-wide 
test, 

In grade eight, the students 
scored slightly over one year above 
the national average, placing the 
students better than 94 percent of 
the schools taking the test for that 
grade, 

All averages are reported in 
terms of grade equivalents, 
carried to a single decimal point, 
and in percentiles. An average 
grade equivalent.of 86,1, for ex- 
ample, on a section of the test, 
indicates performance typical of 
school children slightly beyond the 
end of the sixth month of the eighth 
year, The first digit represents the
